To Preserve a BouQuet- 



'I he American Artisan says: "When 
you receive a houjjuet, sprinkle it with 
fresh water ; then put it into a vessel 
containing some soar>vuds, which nour- 
ish the roots and Ireep the flowers as 
good as new. Take the bouquet out of 
the suds every morning, and lay it side- 
ways in fresh water, the stock entering 
first into the wat r. K eep it there a min- 
ute or two, then Uike it out and sprinkle 
the flowers lightly by the hand with pute 
water ; replace the bouquet in soap- 
suds, ami the flowers will bloom as fresh 
as when gatbere '. The soapsuds need 
to be changed every 'bird day. By ob-
